29. (Currently amended) In an Open System Interconnection (OSI) model having at least 
an application lay e r and a transport layer represented by a user datagram protocol (UDP), 
a method for transferring us e r datagram protocol UDP packets that includ e fram e h e ad e r 
information g e n e rat e d at th e application lay e r from a broadband interface unit (BIntU) 
transceiver to a data distribution cente r, wherein the data distribution center is coupled 
over a network to a network access point, comprising: 

supplying function calls to the BIntU transceiver from a personal computer with a 
computer processor, wherein the personal computer is separate from the BIntU 
tranceiver, and the BIntU transceiver is positioned between the network access point and 
the personal computer; 

generating the UDP packets in the BIntU transceiver and transmitting the UDP 
packets over the network solely at or below the transport layer, the generating and 
transmitting of the UDP packets including: 

encoding, with an encoder, audio or video information, within the BIntU 

transceiver in order to generate UDPframe information: 

temporarily storing the UDP frame information solely at or below the 

transport layer as a UDP packet within a protocol stack: 
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transmitting the UDP packet directly from the protocol stack to the 
network access point at, or below, the transport layer: 

transmitting the UDP packet from the network access point to the data 
distribution center at. or below, the transport layer: and 

wherein the UDP information output by the encoder travels from the 
encoder to the stack and from the stack to the network access point solely at, or 
below, the transport layer and without being processed by the computer processor 
in the personal computer
